Bernie, son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Smith of Antioch, and a-1965 graduate of 
Antioch High School., got into the sky's 
really fast lane through the reserve of- 
ficers' training program, which he took 
part in while attending Coe College in 
Cedar Rapids, la.. ►.'. 

After getting his Air Force wings at 
Vance Air Force base in Oklahoma, he 
joined the 315th Tactical Airlift Wing 
and was assigned to Phan Rand Air 
Base, in Viet Nam, in the early 70s. 

When he was promoted to captain', ho 
and his wife Mary Kay found them- 
selves proceeding with* his military 
career at airbasessuchasPlatlsburgh, 
in New York, and March Air Force 
Base in California. 

In 1977 he received an award' for 
meritorious service for distinctive ac-.

Long 
presumed to winter mainly 
in the Amazon basin of 
Brazil, huge numbers have 
found to winter instead in the 
well populated town of Sao 
Paulo in southern Brazil. 
- During their winter stay, 
martins- consume enormous 
numbers of injurious insects, 
particularly over cane and 
coffee crops..

They fit just as well as the park district 
agenda, since the definition , of news is "a 
report on the various events occurring in a . 
specific area." . 

Everytime I call the circuit court clerk's 
office to get particular trial .information, I 
get greeted with "you again, don't you ever 
print any good news in your paper?" 
. Although we print all the good news we can ; 
get our hands on, the problem is that the 
majority of . readers are quicker to read 
stories about blood and, gore than anything 
else. 

Time after time, newspaper sales have 
proven that most people evidently prefer to 
read about sex, violence and mayhem. Case 
in point, a front page of one of our papers was 
emblazoned with a 72 point headline that 
sceamed, Woman Dies During Sex Orgy. - 

That paper sold out. In fact, a special press 
run to satisfy waiting customers was 
necessary. 

Sad to say, the only people that seemed to 
rush out and buy the paper that featured the 
school that had seven valedictorians (all 
having straight A's. for four years), were 
their parents. 

The recent popularity of those horrible 
horror films, so immense that we were ex- 
posed to that disgusting Halloween, monster 
in sequel after sequel (all big money 
makers), is another example of the masses' 
yearning to be nauseated and frightened to 
"death: ; 



Of course the top example of the call for 
printed stories on violence, the bizarre and 
the distasteful, is theimurendous popularity 
of tabloids like "The Enquirer." 

Let's face it folks, a newspaper is a 
-busincssr~and-one~of"the-first-rules-of-a- 
business is to give the customers what they 
want. 

The type of news the public demands is 
clearly illustrated by the unbelievable cir- 
culation of "The Enquirer." 

II seems that the only people interested in 
nice happenings are those that the nice 
things happen to, and maybe their friends 
and relatives. 

Dr. Freud could proably exlain why we are 
always interested in someone else's bad 

news. Could it be the oid "misery loves com- 
pany""bit, or maybe it's, that equally old 
story,* "the more bad people I know of or 
about, the better I think I am." . 
i Bad news also seems to appeal to those too 
insecure to believe they have anything in- 
teresting to say unless they can be the first to 
relate the latest ghastly gossip. If so, tlieir 
numbers must be myriad! 

So until people-preference does a complete 
turnaround, the Charles Mansons and the 
John Wayne Gacys of the world will continue 
to glare from the front pages, and their deeds 
will go on being exploited on the radio 
stations and the tv channels. 

The only way I can see the amount of good 
news starting to outnumber bad news is for 
the supply to start falling far below the 
demand in the last department. 

Some famous people had their own 
opinions on this matter.

Boat Accidents 
Down In Chain 



A review of boating ac- 
cident data, on the Chain 
O'Lakes shows that in recent 
years most accidents occur 
iri Antioch township lakes. 
This surprising fact came as 
a result of an audit of the 
boating accident records of 
the State of Illinois Con- 
servation Department for 
the past ten years. 

Copies of the yearly re- 
ports were supplied to Dr. 
Willaim Dam, Fox Lake 
Trustee and a member of 'the" 
Fax Lake Economic 
Development' Commission, 
by Larry Closson, Director 
of the State Conservation 
Department. 

For 1981, 1982 and 1983 the 
accidents were broken down 
as to which Jake was in- 



volved. Thirty-six percent of 
the accidents reported oc- 
curred on" Pistakee, Nip- 
persink or Fox -Lake. The 
othfer 64 percent occurred on 
Grass, Channel, Catherine, 
Petite or Lake Marie. 

A similar lake by lake 
breakdown was reported for 
a similar period five years 
earlier, 1976, 1977 and 1978. 
This' revealed an over-all 
decrease on the Chain of 58 
percent over the past five 
years for this corresponding 
period.
